ANNUAL PROGRAM FOR 
ALIEN ADDRESS REPORT 
BEING HELD IN JANUARY 

Arthur A. Poulin, Jr. District 
Director of the Maine District, 
United States Immigration and Na- 
turalization Service states that the 
atnual alien address report pre- 
gram usually causes a sharp rise 
jn the number of applications for 
naturalization. 

‘The Immigration and Nationali- 
ty Act requires all aliens in the 
United States, with few exceptions, 
to report their addresses each 
January. Throughout the United 
States, almost 30% imore applics- 
tions for naturalization are re- 
ceived during the months of Jan- 
vary, February and March than 
are received during other months. 
Mr. Poulin attributes this sudden 
rise to the Alien Address Report 
Program. oe 

Aliens not required to make this 
report are diplomats and’ those 
persons accredited to certain in- 
ternational organizations, 

Forms for making the reports 
will be available to aliens at ali 
Post Offices and officles of the 
Immigration and Naturalization 
Service duting the month of Jan- 
vary, Mr, Poulin indicated that 


altens desiring information con- | 
cerning Naturalization, or similar _ 


matters, may obtain the necessary 


forms or information at an office — 


of the Immigration and Naturaliza- 


tion Service ‘where personnel — 
trained in these fields are avail- | 


able to answer inquiries. 


Aliens who obtain an Address | 


Report form at a Post Office must 
affix a postage stamp to the com- 
pleted form and place the form 
in a mail box. 


At this time all aliens in the 


United States as well as any pros- 
pective employer of an alien whe 


is in the United States, are alsa 


placed on notice that the issuance 
of a Social Security Account Card. 
to an alien is not evidence of ie- 
gal permission from the Govern- 
ment for the alien to be employ: 
ad in the United States. As a got’ 
eral rule, only those aliens who 
have been lawfully admitted to the: 
United States for permanent resi- 
dence (lawfully resident immi- 
grants) may work in the United 
States. However, certain aliens who 
have been admitted for a tempo- 
rary stay in the United States 
(non-immigrants), but who-in un- 
usual emergency situations have 
received written permission from 


* the Immigration and Naturaliza: 


tion Service may accept employ 
ment in the United States. | 
Any other alien working In the 
United States in violation of Jaw Ss 
subjéct to certain penalties 
tablished by the Immigration an 
Nationality Act, including requ 
ed departure from the Unit 
States, 
Therefore, any alien, Bates
